DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Specification 

2. This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. The abstract provided is that 
of the corresponding PCT application and it does not conform to US practice. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to because all rectangular boxes in Fig. 1-4 should be 
labeled. Box 17 in Fig. 1 should for example contain the legend "COOLING UNIT" etc. 
See 37 CFR 1.83 . Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The 
figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If 
a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the 
replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered 
and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sellers 
etal. P.N. 6,075363. (Sellers). 

Sellers discloses a method and apparatus for noise reduction in the operation of 
gradient coils in a Magnetic Resonance Imaging magnet. Applicant's attention is 
directed to Fig. 4 and corresponding description. A cooling circuit having ducts 
embedded in a reaction resin molding material in contact with the gradient coils controls 
the temperature of the binding or resin material to a temperature in the glass transition 
temperature of the same. This temperature is fairly above the glass temperature as 
called for by the claims at issue. Sellers meets all the limitations of the claims at issue in 
their present form. 

6. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Dietz et al. discloses a mechanically damped gradient coil 
structure. Note the cooling device and the mention of the Sellers document in the 
specification.
